TODAY'S NEWS| 


The Ironworkers’ Strike 84. 00 Men 
Locked Out. 
Prrranund, May 31. 

The date set by the Amalgamated 
Association of iion and steel workers 
for the great strike has arrived, and 
the advent of to-morrow will see fires 
out in thirty-six mills in this vicinity, 
and 18,500 men thrown out of employ- 
ment. 

The iron ind rail mills of Wheeling 
and vicinity shut down this evening 
for an indefinite period, the proprie- 


tors having refused to sign the new 
scale of wages for employes which 
would take effect to-morrow. The 
Whitaker sheet-iron mill signed the 
scale this evening, and will be the only 
mill in operation to-morrow. By this 
stoppage 5,000 men will be thrown 
out of employment here. 

At Erie, Pa., 250 puddlers of the 
Mount Hickory rolling mills strike to- 
morrow for an advance of 50 cents per 
ton. 

At Youngstown, Ohio, the scale 
was presented to all the mills of Ma- 
honing Valley to-day and all refused 
to sign it, and no work will be done 
at any of them to—morrow. 

CINCINNATI, June ‘x 

Except one rolling mill which works 
scrap iron exclusidely, and two milla 
which are working up three or four 
days’ accumulation of blooms, all the 
mills in Cincinnati and vicinity hav 
stopped, but, it is believed, will 10 
sume work next Monday and a 
complete adjustment of troubles be 
made. 

Pirrspure, June 1. 

This morning warfare between labor 
and Capital began in dead earnest. 
Tbe fires in every iron mill in this city 
but one have been taken out and the 
mills shut down, except the Union 
Iron Mills of Caregie Bros. & Co., who 
signed last night. They will continue 
running, having contracts on hand 
that must be filled. This is considered 
a bad break and calculated to weaken 
lines of manufacture. It is one of the 
largest iron mills, and has a capacity 
of 3,500 tons a year. The steel mills 
are running as usual, Most all 
of them have signed the scale, 
but as they do not employ a great 
many puddiers, it is not thought 
that their signing will have any effect 
on the situation. It is expected most 
of the sheet mills will sign within a 
few days. 

Younaestown, O., June 1. 

There is no change in the situation 
from what was anticipated last night. 
The mills are all shut down, though 
the furnaces have not as yet gone out. 
Everything is quiet and orderly. The 
opinion seems to be that the strike 
may be long, as neither side shows 
any sign of yielding.

A MINING HORROR 


SEVEN MEN DROWNED AND 
COOKED IN THE ALTA MINE, 


4 Bulkhead Gives Way and Floods a 
Drift with Scalding Water—The Men 
1400 feet From the Shait. 


The following particulars of the 
fearful accident at the Alta Mine are 
gleaned from the Enterprise of this 
moroing : 

Yesterday forenoon a most shocking 
aod startling accident occurred at the 
Alta mine, lower Gold Hill. At 8:30 
in the morning the main pump column 
was broken. Men were at work mak- 
ing the necessary repairs, when, at 14 
o'clock, the bulkhead recently placed 
in the main east drift on the 2160 level 
gave way. This buikhead was con- 
structed of plank and timbers, and 
was placed in a part of the drift where 
the rock was hard and perfectly solid. 
It would seem that it at first gave way 
at one eud, as the first rush of water 
was not very alarmiog, though it was 
thought best for all to get off the level. 
Three or four men who were near the 
shaft went up, and Richard Bennett, 
the shift bossa, at once started into tire 
main West drift to notify the men at 
work at that point of their danger. 
About the time he started on this 
errand it would seem that the whole 
bulkhead went down, and there was a 
tremendous rush of water. 

THE FATAL DRIFT. 

This drift is 1,400 feet long, and the 
last seen of Bennett was when he 
started in on his errand of mercy. At 
the face of the drift six miners were 


at work, whese names are as follows: 
P. Denney, Malachi Curran, T. Me- 


f 


and Morris Conners. 

The drift was run with a raise of 
about one foot in each hundred, there- 
fore at the face it would he fourteen 
feet higher than the floor of the sta- 
tion at the shaft. This circumstance 
gave some hope of being able to save 
the seven men who were imprisoned in 
the drift. If the pump could be 
started and the water prevented from 
rising teo high above the mouth of the 
drift there would remain a dry place 
at the face at the further end where 
the men might find safety, as air could 
be sent to them through the com- 
pressed air pipe which carried air to 
the drills. The air compressor was 
therefore kept constantly running and 
every exertion was made to get the 
pump repaired and running. 

THE RISING WATER 


Was most anxionsly watched as it 
orept up the walls of the station, as on 
the height which it might reach de- 
pended the lives of the helpless men 
in the drift. All speed was made with 
the repairs to the pump, but the water 
crept up and up, and finally when the 
pump was started in the evening it had 
attained a height of 18 feet above the 
staticn floor. This was four feet above 
the roof of the west end of the drift, 
and therefore it must have been at that 
time completely filled. However, the 
pump was wy going at its best speed 
in the hope of lowering the water, for 
there were those who held that at the 
further end of the drift the compressed 
air forced in must have formed a 
chamber that was dry—that there was 
at that point a big bubble of air as 
may be seen in a bottle partly filled 
with water when it is held ia a certain 
position. 

There are over 2,500 feet of drifts on 
the level to be drained. Indeed the 
drifts would probably figure up over 
3,000 feet. All these were of course 
full when there was 18 feet on the 
floor of the station. There would 
then be ail this dead water to lift, 
with as much flowing in as could be 
handled by both the pump and the 
bailing tanks. It looks as though it 
might take a week to pump out the 
water, and there are some who say 
it will not be pumped out till the 
Yellow Jacket is drained. 

It has been long since we have had 
on the Comstock a mining accident 
of a nature so shocking and where 
sO many lives were involved, and the
